—Id reply to this, I need only say that I never inti¬ 
mated, at Pitt-burg or elsewhere, that Col. Benton 
favour^ the abolition of slavery in Missouri, and I never 
authorized nor observed any report of my remarks at 
Pittsburg of the purport asserted above. It is very 
likely, however, that some reporter misconceived what I 
Mid at that place, yet I can hardly see how. For I was 
discussing the prospects of slavery or freedom in Kansas, ' 
not m Missouri, and I only named Col. Benton among 
other eminent citizens of slave State who fevoured our 
cause, both desiring and expecting to see Kansas admitted 
into the Union as a free State. My authority for this 
averment was Col. Benton himself, and I very deeply 
regret my misapprehension if I violated any confidence dr 
uttered what he would have preferred to conceal in mak¬ 
ing the statement. I certainly did not misunderstand 
and I as surely did not mean to compromise him. He is 
very right in saying that I neither knew nor had sought 
to know his views with respect to the duration of slavery 
in Missouri. 

As Col. Benton is quite aware of my sojourn in this 
city, I think a line from him to me might well have pre¬ 
ceded, when it would probably have precluded his com¬ 
munication to The Intelligencer. He is so greatly 
senior in years, in experience, in honours, that I wo„.„ 
cheerfully submit to have my mistakes corrected by him 
through any channel. I only solicit sufficient preliminary 
inquiry to ascertain that I had really made them. 


SLAVERY LEGISLATION IN VIRGINIA. 


The following proceedings took place in the House of 
Delegates on the 6 th inst., aa reported by the Richmond 
Enquirer ; 

A bill to amend the 4th section of chapter 105, so as to 
increase the reward for the arrest of runaway slaves, 
next in order. 

Mr. Hodge offered the following rider to this bill, which 
was advanced to the same stage with the bill, and passed 
with it. 

“ The amount herein provided to he paid by the Auditor of Puhlic 
Accounts to the person holding the certificate of the County Court, 
as aforesaid, shall oniy he payable out of any money in the tre—— 
arising from fines, forlhitures and confiscations imposed and 
under the provisions of laws now existing and hereafter to he enauieu 
providing for the punishment of persons aiding and abetting in the 
escape of slaves, or interfering with the right of property in slaves, 
and from funds arising from the sale of ftee negro convicts, failing tc 
leave the State after the expiration of their term ot imprisonment.” 

The question on the passage of the bill and rider was 
then put, and decided in the affirmative. Ayes, 104; 
noes, 4. 

The following bill of this class was then read a third 
time and passed. 

A bill to amend the 24th, 2,5th, 26th, 27th and 28th 
chapters of the Code of Tirginia, so as more effectually 
to prevent the escape of slaves. 

Mr. Mallory said that the alterations made in the bill 
were as follows: It proposes to increase the term of con¬ 
finement in the penitentiary, which, as the law now stands, 
is this: it cannot be less than two years, nor more than 
five. The bill proposes to increase the minimum term of 
confinement from two to five years, and the maximum' 
from five to. ten. In addition, the jury, in its discretion, 
tony orffpr Itoe affenffer to be whipFf'd 5 ip-nd if he in » 

master or oi?ner, or attached to a vestel, the said vessel ia 
to be forfeited. 

The next alteration is this: There is no punishment 
now provided for a slave detected in the act of inducing 
and aiding another slave to escape. Acts of this sort 
were known to have taken place in his town (Norfolk), in 
more than one instance, within twelve months past. This 
bill provides for tbe pnnishment of the slave by having 
him whipped, sold and driven from the State. If he 
returns again, he is to be sold, one-half of the proceeds I 
of sale to go to the informer, and one-half to the Com¬ 
monwealth. 

In addition to that, a reward of $500 is offered for such 
information as will lead to the arrest and oonviction of 
any white per.son engaged in carrying off slaves from this 
Commonwealth. Tbe clause in regard to negro testimony, 
as reported by the Committee, has been stricken ont, and 
with my (Mr. Mallory’s) concurrence. 

I need say nothing more to show the necessity of the 
passage of this bill than to mention the fact that the last 
paper I received from my town contains information of 
another stampede which recently took place in that 
locality. I hope the House will pass the bill. I do not j 
know that any serions objection exists to it, and I there¬ 
fore feel assured that it will pass without difficulty. 

Mr. Newton offered the following as a rider to the bill: 
“ Provided such whipping shall not exceed thirty-nine 
lashes on any one day. [The amount herein provided to 
be paid by the State to any informer, under the 27 th sec¬ 
tion of send chapter of the Code, as amended by this act, 
shall only be payable out of any moneys in the treasury, 
arising from fines, forfeitures and confiEcations_ imposed 
and made under the provisions and laws now existing and 
hereafter to be enacted, providing for the punishment of 
persons aiding and abetting in the escape of slaves, or 
interfering with the rights of property in slaves, and from 
funds arising from the sale of free negro convicts, failing 
to leave tbe State after the expiration of their term of 
imprisonment].” 

On motion of Mr. Anderson, the portion of this rider 
within brackets was stricken out 

After some debate, the question on the passage of the 
bill was taken by yeas and nays, and decided in the affir¬ 
mative, as follows: Ayes, 98 ; noes, 13. 


REMOVAL OF FREE NEGROES IN GEORGIA. 


In the House of Representatives of Georgia, on thi 
ult, Mr. IBWIN, chairman of the Joint Committee, reported 
a bill (as substitute for all others in both branches of tbe 
Legislature) providing for the removal of free negroes. 
It provides that the tax now imposed upon free persons of 
colour shall be set apart as a fund to be applied in trans¬ 
porting this class of people voluntarily beyond the limits 
of the United States, and those so disposed may volunta-' 
rily vetuvn to servitude. 

Mr. Teiujunb objected to the bUl, and offered a substitute 
emijodyliig the law of Virginia on Miis subject. 

Mr. Ibwin replied that the bill now under consideration 
had received the unanimous approval of every member of 
the Joint Committee. It was the beat measure that could 
be had upon the subject, and was offered as a substitute 
for all tbe bills upon this subject. It was time something 
—1 done on this question. This bill aimed at coloniza- 
as the ultimate end. Ridicule had been cast upon 
the Colony of Liberia, bnt he would not hesitate to say 
that Colony would compare advantageously with any ever 
established upon the globe in any age, not excepting our 
own State, though he would not say that the African: 
could reach the civilization of tbe Caucasian. 

The substitute was not received. 

Mr. Botkin, of Seriven, oftered an amendment that the 
funds thus raised should also be applied to defraying the 


Mr. Harms raised the point whether the amendment 
as not unconstitutional. The Constitution of the United 
States expressly prohibited the introduction of slaves. 

Mr. Thornton replied that the negro in Liberia wa- „ 
freeman, and had a right to go whither and whence he 
pleased. He thought the amendment a good provision. 
There were several negroes, who had emigrated from his I 
town to Liberia, who were not only willing, but most 
anxious to return to servitude. Letters were received 
from them, through every vessel oomiug from Liberia, 
entreating their former masters to receive them back into 
slavery—they and their children. 

The Speaker (Col. Milledge) declikd tbe amendment 
uacoDstilnlioual. 

Dr. PHtotups also conteuded that the amendment 
clearly antagonistic to the aim of the bill. This sought 
to remove a certain class j the amendment sought 1"

Messrs. Jones and Thornton offered amendments 
requiriug these emigrants to be shipped in Southern ves¬ 
sels, and by Southeru shippers, and prohibiting the dis¬ 
bursement of any of the funds to be raised to the agents 
• any member of the Colonization Society. 

Upon these amendments uu extremely interesting and 
perhaps tbe most eloquent debate of tbe session was had. 

The gentlemen scored, with keenest invective, the Colo¬ 
nization Society, and laid the lash with terrible force upon 
the myrmidons of abolition. Its tendency was abolition ; 
it stabbed the institution of slavery, it ingenerated a 
.sickly sentiment upon this subject, and was, from its inci- 
pionoy, an instrument iu the hands of Abolitionists, and 
intended to arrive at gradual emancipation.

GERRIT SMITH TO GOV. CHASE. 


Wk received, some time since, a long letter addressed 
to Salmon P. Chase, Governor of Ohio, by Hon. Gerrit 
Smith. Unable to find room for it in our columr 
laid it aside with the double purpose of publishing 
extracts therefrom and subjecting some of its passages to 
friendly criticism. The accumulation of matter npon 
table, however, has hindered the fulfilment of this design 
until we are constrained to relinquish it altogether. We 
cannot, however, withhold from onr readers the following i 
remarks of the Anti-Slavery Bugle, with the spirit of which 
we entirely agree, notwithstanding we are constrained to 
differ from Mr. Smith on some important points. 

“ Gberit Smith’s Letter preseats the position of the 

,Rct>aIiHo».n porty in Ua tru« li jfct,- and wa bag tho mam- 

bers of that party to give it a ciVeful eonsideration. The 
people of this nation, if intelligent and honest on this 
slavery question, have but two courses before them; 
either to abolish slavery under the Constitution, or to 
abolish the Constitution because it is the support of 
slavery. We most cordially concur with Mr. Smith that 
the only effectual -way to keep slavery out of the Terri¬ 
tories is to expel it from the States, the present organiza¬ 
tion continuing. Abolish slavery in Missouri, and Kansas 
is safe. In no other way can she he, unless the North 
steps out of the Union and takes Kansas with her. 

“Mr. Smith’s rebuke of Governor Chase’s silence in 
regard to slave-hunting and slave-catching is eloquent— 
is severe. But it is justly merited, and not merited alone 
by Mr. Chase, but by the whole Republican party in Ohio. 
It was silent in deference to the weak brethren from the 
Whig and Democratic and Know-Nothing ranks, who fell 
bound to continue their constitutional countenance of 
kidnapping. In order to secure these in its embrace, the 
party was silent as the grave in regard to the humiliating 
submission of our State on this subject. To this wicked 
and dishonourable silence on the part of the professed 
anti-slavery men of the State are we in a great measure 
indebted, aa we verily believe, for the late Cincinnati 
slave-hunt and its terrible tragedy. It is the imperative 
duty of those who make and administeF the laws of Ohio' 
to see to it that not another slave is ever returned to the 
land of chains—that not another human being is even 
tried for his freedom or seized as a slave within the limits 
of Ohio. Those who can elect rulers are complicated in 
the ^ilt of kidnapping and slave-rendition, if they place 
men in power who will not do thia 

“ We are sorry to add that the late Republican Con¬ 
vention in Pittsburg, which has been held since the above 
was written, has not relieved the party from the com¬ 
plicity charged by Mr. Smith. It perpetuates its objec¬ 
tionable policy and gives no hope of change for the better.’’ 


“ Men op One Idea.” —The New Tork Evangelist charac¬ 
terizes this class of persons as a “ dreary set,” “ an annoy¬ 
ance hardly to be borne,” men who, if “ left to themselves, 
would tear society in pieces.” It does not leave 
donht as to who it means to hit, since its only illustrations 
are vulgar caricatures of Abolitionists and dietetic 
reformers. Now we shall not deny that there are persons 
calling themselves Abolitionists who pursue a great and 
noble object in a narrow spirit, as if slavery were the 
only evil in the world and there were no room for any 
difference of opinion as to the way in which it may he 
most successfully assailed. Call these men of one idea, if j 
you please, and make their folly a mark for your satire; 
but don’t forget to ask yourself whether it is not an earnest j 
rather than a narrow spirit that offends you, rebuking! 
your indifference to the wrongs of the slave and disturb- j 
ing some “ one idea ” of your own, to which you hold the j 
great interests of humanity in unworthy subordination. 
It is a very common way of shirking the claims of an 
unpopular reform to set up this cry of “ one idea,” and 
the very men who do this most frequently are themselves I 
far more obnoxious to the imputation than those whom 
they are so ready to assail. Multitudes of men, for exam-1 
pie, adopt the “ one idea ” that whatever conflicts -with 
the outward growth and prosperity of the Church to ] 
which they happen to belong, though it be ever so im¬ 
portant in its relations to humanity, must be resolutely 
opposed and resisted. Rather than disturb the peace of | 
the Church, or hazard the perpetuity of the Union, 
diminish the profits of commerce, let the slave he kept in] 
his chains. If men can contain but “ one idea,” is 
better that that idea should be justice, truth, the law of] 
God, rather than anything lower than these ? Is it not 
better that a man should be supremely and even blindly 
devoted to Liberty than that his heart should be so set 
building up the interests of an organized Church as to be 
willing to keep millions of his feUow-men in chains?

‘Think,’ replied Mr. Mason, still 
regarding the negro with the eye of a connoisseur, ‘ why, 
clothes and ali, I think that fellow is worth a thousand 
dollars.’ This is ‘ Old Virginny ’ all over, and everybody 
is laughing at the bon mot.” 

Perhaps the story is true; and if it be, it only proves 
that a slaveholding Republic is, properly enough, repre¬ 
sented at a foreign court by a brute and a blackguard.

The Hon. Edward Everett, of Massachusetts, has again 
emerged from private life, and is making a “ progress ” 
through the country, with a lecture upon Washington in 
hia pocket. To hear his lecture is a sufficient reason for 
inviting him from place to place, and he has been toUed 
•long already as far south as Richmond, Va. There, we 
observe, he has been tendered the freedom of the city, 
from which, we conclude, that the authorities of Richmond 
had found out that he had forgotten to bring his free 
papers with him from Boston. 

The Washington lecture elicits a good deal of admira¬ 
tion, and is, no doubt, a good one ; for, whatever we may 
think of Mr. Everett as a man, there can he no question 
as to his fine scholarship and hia finished qualifications as 
g public speaker. But one remnrkahle omissioa ie made 
In hia picture of Washington—his hearers do not learn 
from him whether the great Virginian was a slaveholder, 
or whether he had any opinions, abstract or otherwise, 
upon the subject of slavery. Some of our contempora¬ 
ries, we observe, are disposed to quarrel with Mr. Everett 
for this omission. They do not seem to consider that his 
lectore is, naturally enough—if not necessarily, when we 
consider the amiable character of the lecturer—altoge¬ 
ther and entirely eulogistic of the character of his sub¬ 
ject. There is quite enough for which he can praise 
Washington; is it to he expected that he should look for 
words and acts for which he could only blame him? 
Washington more than once expressed a strong condem¬ 
nation of the system of slavery; and though that feeling 
was not deep enough to urge him to free himself from it 
dnring his lifetime, it was sufficiently so to prompt him 
to give freedom to his slaves when he was to go to that 
“.undiscovered country ” where the ownership of this sort 
of property is supposed to be rather an incumbrance than 
otherwise. Of course Mr. Everett knows, as everybody 
else docs, that Washington disapproved of slavery, in the 
abstract, and that he approved of people emancipating 
their slaves when they had done with them; but as he 
can only look upon these facts as weaknesses in the other¬ 
wise great character of the “ Father of his Country,” how 
could he be expected to dwell upon or even to allude ““ 
them? 

One of our neighbours of the morning press indulges 
Itself in some reminiscences of Mr. Everett’s career which 
Ought to secure for him the freedom of every city south 
of Mason and Dixon’s line. It quotes his declaration of ] 
sentiments on the subject of slavery, made in the House 
of Eepresentatives, at Washington, in 1826. The passage 
ias been often repeated, l^t it is well enough to have it 
•Iways at hand. The salient point in great men’s opinions 
oannot be brought forward too often when they take to 
hSiTelling about the country on the eve of Presidential 
nominations. Here is the extract; 

"Sir, lam no soldier; my habits and education and 
lory nninilitary; but there is no cause in which I would 
•ooner buckle a knapsack on my back, and put a musket 
on my shoulder, than that of putting down a servile insnr- 
Wotion at the South. The great relation of servitude, in 
*ome form or other, with greater or less departure from 
®o theoretic equality of men, is inseparable from our 
Baihre. Domestic slavery is not, in my judgment, to be 
down aa an immoral or irreligious relation. No, Sir; 
“e New Testamon* ao-ya, ‘ slaves abay your maataiw. I 
Mnuot admit that its duties are not presupposed and sanc- 
boned by religion. I know of no way by which the form 
®f tins servitude can be fixed, but by political insti- 
tntions.” I 

This was said thirty years ago. Northern men who 
would say such things new are not so common as then, 
3 i>*d Southern men are still less so who would reply to 
it M John Randolph did, who, pointing at Mr. Everett 
hi 8 long, bony finger, hissed out at him: “ Sir, I envy 
ttf 'ither the head nor the heart of that man from the North, 

W ho rises here to defend slavery upon prmdple.” And 
^ less severely was he rebuked by Mr. Mitchell, of 
xcMessee, who said: 

Sir, I do not go the length of the gentleman from 
5;f®achusett8, and hold that the existence of slavey in 
^country is almost a blessing. On the contrary, I am 
settled on the opinion that it is a great curse—;one 
greatest evils that could have been interwoven mto 
s ystem. I, Mr, Chairman, am one of those whom 
wretches call master. I do Bot task them ; I 
I]., Bbd clothe them well; but yet, alas, Sir, they are 
ves, and slavery is a curse in any shape.” 1 

h-Terett is, at least, consistent in saying nothing, in 
wture, of any anti-slavery sentiment maintained by 
sshington, and gives therefore the best evidence that he 
“Bself thinks now upon that subject as he did thirty 
ago. 


Of whom will the land take counsd ? There have been two 
sorts of counsellors hitherto. One has pointed out for 
twenty years the nature of slavery, its tendencies, the 
dangers which it threatened; and all the prophecies have 
come true. The other kind of counsellors have predicted 
peace, dissuaded from action, urged compromise, and at 
each reluctant step have promised the country peaw. 

In not a single instance have they been right Events 
have overthrown every one of their promises. They have 
led us down deeper into trouble at every step. IVe have 
been betrayed by kisses. Excitements have deepened. 
Issues have multiplied. Compromises have bred cocka¬ 
trices. Tfe are spun over with webs. We are tangled 
with sophistries. We have everything but manliness, 
straightforwardness, courage and decisive wisdom. Our 
capital is not in ruins, and yet the prophecy against the 
old oriental city has come true; foxes look out of the 
windows; owls hoot there, and satyrs dance their orgies 
there. That infernal dog of a hundred head^Slavery— 
sits at the gates of our Government, to bite every one 
that will not give a sop to Cerberus. All this we received 
at the hands of the very men who are again abroad with 
pious horror of self-defence, and treacherous counsels for 
a more treacherous peace!— E. W. Beecher’s Reply to the 
New York Observer. 

And yet Mr. Deechdir ■vsteems these very men, 
authors of all this mischief—the ‘‘blind guides,” who| 
have led the nation down through compromises' 
ditch of moral degradation and pollution—as good enough 
for his religious fellowship. He lets fly at them the 
javelin of denunciation from the pulpit and the press; 
when he meets them in ecclesiastical relations, he endorses 1 
them before the world as genuine Christians and true 
ministers of the Gospel! Witness his recent union in an

It is a very great piece of assurance on your part to ask 
me for a letter two weeks running. At any rate, it is in 
the highest degree inconsiderate. Do you suppose the 
human mind can bear the strain of such efforts, without 
intervals of rest, without snccumbiog under the 
task? You should consider the immense amount of| 
research, the profound reflection, the laborious elabora¬ 
tion, the careful revision, which go to the making up of 
these Epistles General. A wise economy demands that 
the most fertile intellects be allowed a season of fallowing 
after an exhausting crop has been taken off. You must 
beware of “ murdering ” the soil, as they say in Virginia, 
succession of the same kind of harvests. And then 
the brain itself will not submit to be abused by over-work 
beyond a certain point. Did uot Walter Scott shorten his 
life by twenty years through his excessive intellectual 
labours ? Did not Southey break down at a little past 
sixty from the same intemperance of study? Did not the 
mighty brain of O’Connell soften and melt in the fervent 
heat of the passions kinged by his incessant toils? And 
would you have your Correspondent join the noble army 
of martyrs who have perished through their mistaken 
struggles to make the brain do more than its assigned stint 
of work ? I cannot think it. And though I yield to your 
solicitations this once, it is on the understanding that this 
yielding shall not grow into a precedent, and that I shall . • 
be allowed my usual interval of repose between these 1

And where do you suppose I am to find raw material 
be worked np into aJ^sne such as I sLould choose to p 
my trade-mark upon; at this short notice ? Do you sup- 


having spoken out on this subject. Or, if not fully of 
that way of thinking, they have come to learn that it is 
with Lyceum lecturers as it is with the rising gene¬ 
ration of Unitarian ministers, of whom a shrewd (if pro¬ 
fane) parish committeeman said, in reply to a complaiut 
that so many d—d Abolitionists had been invited to 
preach—“ you must choose between having a d—d Aboli¬ 
tionist and a d—d fool I ” Of the two, the' Lyceums, at 
least, will prefer the Abolitionist without the folly to the 
Fool without the Abolitionism. So that godliness in this 
partionlar, if it has not been great gain, at least has not 
been a great loss to the lecturers before Lyceums. This 
Course on Slavery has been by no means the success that 
the last year’s one was. That took the tide exactly at 
the flood and was borne on to fortune. This year there is 
a natural reflux of which it has felt the power. But, 
still, though the tide is ever surging backwards and for¬ 
wards, the waves are ever gaining and gaining ground, and 
the shore-marks have ever to be moved farther and far¬ 
ther back. The choice of lecturers, in some particnlars, 
probably, bad something to do with the result, particu¬ 
larly the inclnding of some of the most insolent of the 
slaveholders among them. Though their names might 
draw a curious crowd on the nights of their lectures, still 
the moral disapprobation felt for the proceeding damaged 
th e course in general more than pronortionably. At least, 

I think so. 

Yon have heard, donbtless, that our General Court has 
refused to repeal or modify the law of the last session 
Whereby the Jury were told to pass upon the law as well 
as the facts of a case. The Judges have been encroaching 
on the rights of Juries long enough, and it is time that 
matters were put ou the old Anglo-Saxon basis again. 
There is no danger that Judges wiU not have their due 
weight. lu all cases between man and man, relating to 
property or damages. Juries will be ready enough to take 
the opinion of the Court on any intricate point of law or 
evidence. But in political trials, where the Jury is most 
needed fot the protection of personal liberty, its inde- 
pendesce of the Bench is all essential. The natural ten¬ 
dency of a Judge is to the side of power, and of all the 
tools of tyranny there are none so mischievous or so ready 
as a Judge. 'Where there is one Camden, there are fifty 
Jeffreyses and Scroggses and Griers and Kanes. The 
“ twelve men in a box ” is all the safeguard we have 
this country ag^st centralization and despotism. It is 
good, then, to see the rights of Juries recognised, 
rather, the Common Law declared, by statute. It was 
soon. The more the matter is stirred, the more 
important will the question appear and the more impera¬ 
tive a return to the first principles of the institution, 
hope pe may angur well from this action for the Personal 
Liberty Bill of last year—and against the life of which 
our edmirable Governor is in conspiracy with the Hunkers 
of ali shades.

He was an intimate 
acquaintance of General Washington, and ofien speaks with 
great fceHng of his peraoual relations to that great man. He 
Ws graduated at Tale College, and is now the oldest living 
of that institution. Several times in late years hia 
name nas been marked with “ dead ” in the Yale Catalogue, to 
which he has replied by letUr to the Faculty, requesting them 
ot to be in too much baste. 

“ Father Waldo,-’ as he is familiarly deagnated, ie even now 
remarkable man. He has never been sick, and now appears 
_s heartv and vigorous as moat men of the age of 30 years. 
Be resides on his farm in Geddes, two and a half miles from 
Syracuse, and he has daily been in the habit of walking to ibis 
city and back. He has for some time been filling the pnlpit of 
the Congre^itional Church at Manlius, in this county.

The German American Press.—T he Daily Times 
fnrnishes us with some very interesting statistics of the Ger¬ 
man newspapers of this country. It states that, within the 
last five years, the cbaracter of the Germaa Press has been 
elevated in a very high degree. The per^entions ^ the re¬ 
actionary party, following the Revolution of 1848, exiled from 
Germany many of the most learned writera and original think¬ 
ers of that country, most of whom found a refuge m the Umted 
States, where, quietly settling thronghont the country, they 
betook themselves to varkms indostrial ocenpations, many of 
them at complete variance with those they formerly pnraned. 
The character of the Germsn popnlation of the StetM, im- 
nroved by these accessions, demanded a more respectable and 
belter conducted class of German newspapers than was befere 
known here; and, as a demand generaUy occaaioM a supply, 
it was not long before new journals were established, and the 
old established ones improved. The new ones, almost without | 
exception, opposed slavery, and when the Republican parw 
was organized, ardently embraced that cause. Many of thr 
older ones also were obliged by public opinion to follow thei 
example, while others have not as yet openly declared in 

favour of the Free State movement.
